known church has no pastor 
and no congregation. His- 
toric Paulskirche (St. Paul's 
Church) has a cross-topped bell- 
tower but it is not even a house 
of God any more. 


As the meeting place of Ger- 


many's first National Assembly 
in 1848, a bomb-shattered Pauls- 
kirche was rebuilt after World 
War II as a shrine of the father- 
land. Thousands of tourists visit 
the 
onetime protestant church 


every year to be told that this 
was the birthplace of democratic 
Germany. 


The 133-year-old building where 


services had been regularly held 
until 
1944, became a postwar 


place of festive events. Presi- 
dent Kennedy spoke there during 
his 1963 Germany visit. Albert 
Schweitzer, the late Nobel Peace 
Prize winner, and dozens of other 
leading international personalities 
also addressed ceremonial as- 
semblies in Paulskirche. 


But the church also was the 


site of numerous not-so-forrnal 
events. 
Family planning con- 


gresses, stamp exhibitions, flower 
shows and even a Swedish expert 
on potato boiling attracted paying 
guests to the shrine. 


The city ad-.inis'tration, which 


had become owner of Paulskirche 
after 
its reconstruction, came 


under growing fire for being too 
generous in renting the building , 
to commercial users. 


"I would not be surprised if 


some day a course teaching corn- 
removing would be held in the 
church," 
one citizen angrily 


wrote to city hall. 


City fathers could point to a 


precedent in history: When Pauls- 
kirche 
was 
still unfinished, 


protestant authorities — in return 
for 
an unrecorded sum — gave 


their approval for its use as a 
carnival ground. Top feature of 
the fair, in 1791, was the captive 
balloon of Prance's famed Madame 
Blanchard. 


But the criticism stuck despite 


this historic point. City fathers 
have just promulgated new rules 
stipulating that henceforth Pauls- 
kirche will not be made available 
for commercial purposes. 


"Paulskirche is no meeting 


place but a historic shrine," the 
rules state. "It is the symbol for 


Paulskiiche 


the 
democratic 
will 
of 
the 


Germans." 
Officials explained 


that the rules were drawn up to 
preserve the dignity of the place. 


The church will continue to be 


available for award presentations 
and other "serious" events. The 
rent remains unchanged — 276 
marks ($69) per day, plus heating 
and light.

not hit on the head during the 10 
plays he played. 


Once again high school foot- 


ball was hardest hit by fatal 
injuries. Last Season at least 22 
high school players died. 


Statistics 
also 
showed that 


from 1931 through 1964 a total of 
328 school players died as a di- 
rect result of football injuries 
compared to 253 on the sandlot, 
professional, semipro and col- 
lege levels. There were 146 high 
school deaths as an indirect re- 
sult of football injuries com- 
pared to 131 for the others. 


The death of one high school 


player this year was indirectly 
caused by a football injury. A 
high school junior varsity play- 
er in Western Pennsylvania died 
last Tuesday after going into 
shock during minor surgery for 
torn knee ligaments.

Relief Pay 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Otto 


Orkin, the pest-control million- 
aire with no spending money, 
won't have to go on relief after 
all. 


The plight of the Latvian im- 


migrant, 78, drew wide attention 
early this month when his wife 
applied for welfare funds and 
government surplus food be- 
cause Orkin's fortune was tied 
up in a trust fund and the 
courts. 


Since then, the Orkins say, 


they have received letters of 
encouragement, cash donations 
of $1 to $50 and an invitation to 
"liy.e; with one :ip',vopaper reader. 


And 
the 
couple's 
attorney 


says trustees of the Orkin estate 
have set up limited credit with 
grocery stores, druggists and 
laundries. 


Starting In Allentown, Pa., 


with a homemade rat poison 
and a third grade education, 
Orkin developed a $65-million 
extermination business with 400 
branches in 28 states. 


After years of litigation in 


intrafamily financial squabbles 
and sanity hearings, Orkin was 
ruled mentally incompetent in 
1964. 


His third wife, with whom he 


lives in suburban Smyrna, is 
custodian of his person but not 
of his property. 


Mrs. Orkin applied for aid 


from the Cobb County Welfare 
Department Oct. 31 and re- 
ceived a card entitling the cou- 
ple to draw surplus beans, lard, 
meal, rice and peanut butter. 


Mrs. Orkin was removed as 


guardian of Orkln's property in 
1965 
and a businessman was 


named in her place. This year 
the Orkins petitioned a county 
court to remove the business- 
man. The court said that ac- 
cording to provisions of the Ork- 
in trust it had no jurisdiction 
over the property. 


This made U impossible for 


the property guardian to receive 
any trust fUnds for the Orkins, 
and they were left withokt an 
income. 


Now the Orkins have filed suit 


to remove the trustees of the 
estate or to obtain more of the 
trust's income. The suit is to be

U.S. Plans

Christmas

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 


retary of State Dean Rusk has 
indicated the United States is 
holding open the possibility that 
a silence in the ground war In 
Viet Nam will be matched by &. 
'i'' ucg tn 'he air war — at least 
for Christmas and the lunar 
New Year. 


But Rusk added at a news 


conference Friday: "I would not 
want to hold out the expectation 
that a prolonged pause in the 
bombing might occur." 


He said there have been no 


Indications from the other side 
as to what would happen If the 
bombing were stopped. But he 
drew a distinction between the 
idea of a general pause — like 
the one that lasted 37 days over 
the last Christmas season — 
and what might happen this 
Christmas. 


Carefully 
emphasizing his 


words, Rusk said that what 
might happen during such spe- 
cial days as Christmas and the 
Tet — lunar New Year — period 
would depend on the South Viet- 
namese and to some extent on 
the Viet Cong, the Communist 
guerrillas. 


The Tet, which covers a three- 


day period in the second week 
of 
February, ushers 
in the 


"Year of the Sheep" in the 
Chinese lunar calendar. 


At his first news conference in 


two months, Rusk avoided tak- 
ing flat position against a holi- 
day truce provided the other 
side stopped shooting. But he 
did rule out any one-sided ges- 
ture by the United States to stop 
bombing North Viet Nam with- 
out some assurance of recipro- 
cal action. 


Rusk said the military prob-

'/nie other side has not been will-

Attitude on 
China, UN 
Unchanged

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ever 


since 1950, the year the Korean 
war began and the Red Chinese 
got involved, the United States 
has been opposing U.N. mem- 
bership for the Chinese Commu- 
nists. 


That was 16 years ago and 


ever since, by various parlia- 
mentary devices, 
the United 


States has succeeded in keeping 
Red China out. Now, once again 
this year, the try will be made. 


The 121-member U.N. General 


Assembly is supposed to start 
debating Friday. 


In the early 1950s the main 


American argument was Red 
China's intrusion into the Kore- 
an War. Now it focuses on Pe- 
king's Involvement, In various 
ways, In the war In Viet Nam. 


In the late 1950s and early 


1960s, as the memory of Korea 
receded a bit, if either the Re- 
publican or Democratic admin- 
istrations of those years had 
thought the time had come to 
admit Red China, It would have 
been politically unpopular. 


Now the war in Viet Nam has 


abolished any chance of change 
in the American government's 
attitude. 


In the early 1950s, when the 


U.N. 
membership was much 


smaller, this country had no 
great problem in getting a good- 
sized majority to block U.N. 
membership for the Chinese 
Reds. 


Later, as the membership in- 


creased, the American majority 
decreased and reached its low 
point in 1960. In the early years 
the United States had success- 
fully 
opposed 
even debating 


U.N. 
membership for the Red 


Chinese. 


But by 1961 it tried a new de- 


vice which it has been using in 
one way or another since. This 
was to ask the assembly to con- 
sider admission of Red China as 
an "important matter." 


Only a simple majority was 


needed to name the problem of 
Red Chinese membership an 
"important matter." 


But once there was such a 


majority vote, then there would 
have to be debate on this "im- 
portant matter" of admitting 
Red China. Then, when debate 
ended and the assembly voted 
on letting in Red China, a two- 
thirds' vote would be needed on 
this "important matter." 


The Red Chinese haven't had 


enough sympathizers yet to pro- 
vide that two-thirds vote. Last 
year the vote was 47 to 47, with 
20 abstentions. This week the 
United States made its "impor- 
tant matter" proposal again. 


The Soviet Union, despite its 


split with the Red Chinese, has 
supported U.N. membership for 
them. It will be fascinating to 
see what Moscow does this year 
because of something that hap- 
pened this week in Bulgaria. 


A Soviet-inspired effort to- 


ward reading Red China out of 
the Communist world ran into 
opposition. 
The Soviet Union 


will be in an awkward spot if, 
believing Red China is unfit for 
Communist partnership, it says 
China is fit for U.N. member- 
ship.

question, Washington must also 
consider its ally — Chiang Kai- 
shek's Nationalist Chinese on 
Formosa.

Gallagher told the annual con- 


vention of The Associated Press 
Managing Editors that the AP is 
now doing Investigative report- 
ing, which he said would have 
been "sacrilegious a few years 
ago." 


"We adopt no point of view 


but simply report the facts and 
let the readers draw their own 
conclusions," Gallagher said. 
Recent 
investigative 
stories 


covered waste in foreign aid 
and bribery and graft in Viet 
Nam. 


Another 
Innovation is the 


lengthy, magazine-style feature 
such 
as "The 
Middle-Aged 


Lions" just issued. This was a 
15,000-word story covering the 
experiences of four men during 
World War II and the subse- 
quent years. 


Gallagher also announced that 


The 
Associated Press 
will 


change its "A" wire from all- 
capitals to caps and lower case 
next spring. 


He said the speed of the wire 


will be Increased to 66 words 
per minute at the time of the 
change-over. It is now 60 words 
per minute. 


The change Is designed to 


enable newspapers with com- 
puters to store the "A" wire 
copy and call It out at will, Gal- 
lagher said. The caps and lower 
case style also will help papers 
without computers by eliminat- 
ing some copy marking, 


Gallagher called the "A" wire 


change "the first step in a tech* 
nlcal revolution which will be 
carried out throughout the serv- 
ice over the next few years," 


"Here again we are going to 


make our changes step-by-step 
because the technical area of 
delivery is moving so rapidly 
that a change today can become 
obsolete tomorrow," he said, 


"But our aim is to have one 


type of delivery system, upper 
and lower case, rather than our 
traditional teletype wire," Gal« 
lagher added. 


He also revealed that The As- 


sociated Press is organizing a 
photo task force that will .be 
available to cover the top sto- 
ries anywhere In the nation, 


"These 
are 
photographers, 


who have shown inventiveness 
and creativity in their news as* 
signments, and we want to put 
them on the top story of the day 
and the big project of the day, 
such as those produced by AP 
Newsfeatures," he said, "These 
photographers 
are 
stationed 


across the country and will be 
on immediate call of the photo 
desk when a big story breaks,"
